Thirdly. That, would the Church.of Enge 


land enter ypon-a farther Reformation, 
and abate in their Difcipline, Governe 
mentand Worfhip, what, thefe chink 
is not warranted by the Word of GOD, 
they would moft gladly joyn with them 
again, and become one united Body 
of Chriftiansy ig Love, Charity, Do-

In laying dow thefe things, are, Ithink, 
-neceflarily clear’d up thofe Doubts, which

fatal and vohappy Confequeuce, Viz.A Divi- 
fioa between them and the Church of Scos- 
land, as if the Diffenters in England were 
dangerous to the Settlement and Security of 
the Cherch of Scotland, and to be diftruit- 
ed on that Account. :

The Safety of the refpeétive Ecclefiafti- 
cal Settlements in Britain depends, not fo 
much onthe Securities ftipulated on either 
fide by the Treaty of Union, by which 
their Hands are tied from crufhing one an- 
‘other, as.from the voluntary Bonds of the 
Minds forny’d in the Judgment, and freely 
‘confented ‘to in their feparate Capacities ; 
oo this is what Iam labouring to bring to 
afs. 
: That a Conviétion might be form’d in the 
Minds of the feveral Parties, how their mu- 
tual Safety depends upon the Negatives of 
each others Will, that there be no Defire in 
either Party to opprefs or invade edch 
An Obdje&tion, Tknow, lies in the Way of 
this, which T fhal endeavour to remove, 
Viz. Lama Charch of England Man, or J 
amaPresbyterian, Icanuot be juit to my 
Profeffiony, nor antwer it to my Conftience,
